licans and thirty-one Democrats, it had 
been found impossible to gain for Pea­ 
body enough Republican votes to re­ 
instate him as governor for the re­ 
mainder of the term ending in January, 
1907. 
Twenty-two Republican members of 
the general assembly, according to re­ 
port, refused to be bound by any ac­ 
tion in caucus on the contest, and en­ 
tered into a compact not to vote for 
Peabody. 
A m ajority of them, how­ 
ever. were in favor of seating the lieu­ 
tenant governor in the governor's chair 
if means could be found to do so legal­ 
ly. Finally the leaders of the opposing 
Republican factions arranged a com­ 
promise by which Peabody would be 
vindicated by being declared elected, 
and McDonald would be made gov­ 
ernor. 
At the conference at which the bar­ 
gain was made pledges were given to 
the independent Republicans by the 
heads of four large corporations, who 
have been active supporters of P ea­ 
body, that he- would retire after be­ 
ing seated and perm it the lieutenant 
governor to take the office of governor. 
Governor Peabody’s resignation, It is 
said, was placed in the hands of W. S. 
Boynton. 
Governor Adams, who had spent the 
day packing his effects, surrendered his 
office to Governor ePabody shortly a ft­ 
er 5 o'clock Thursday afternoon. Scores 
of letters, telegram s and telephone m es­ 
sages had reached the executive cham ­ 
ber during the day urging Governor 
Adams to hold his seat by force, but 
he decided to ignore this advice. 
In 
conversation, he said he felt outraged 
at the action of the general assembly, 
adn expressed surprised that Mr. Pea­ 
body should become a party to what 
he termed a conspiracy to secure the 
office of governor for a man who had 
no claim whatever to the place. 
Gov. 
Adams will issue a formal statem ent 
to the people regarding the result of 
the contest. 
Jam es F. McDonald was bom at 
Ashtabula, O., In 1858. 
He came to 
Colorado in 1879, and has extensive 
mining interests In Leadville and else­ 
where. 
Peabody, after taking the oath of of­ 
fice, thanked the legislature for having 
“done their duty.” 
He went, accom­ 
panied by General Sherman M. Bell and 
some friends, to the governor’s cham ­ 
ber. 
Peabody introduced himself to 
Governor Adams' private secretary, Al­ 
bert Patek, and offered to shake hands 
Mr. Patek drew back and uttered a 
contemptuous 
remark, which 
caused 
Colonel F. N. Gross of the Colorado 
National Guard to seize Mr. Patek by 
the shoulder and demand that he re­ 
peat the rem ark he had made. 
Before Mr. Patek could reply General 
Bell separated the two men.

The sandstorm s of A frican deserts 
are caused by the g re at pow er of th e 
su n ’s rays, the extrem e dryness of the* 
air and th e sm all conducting pow er of 
the sand. 
T he superficial layers of 
sand in th e d eserts of A frica and 
A rabia often become heated to 200 de­ 
grees F . to a depth of several inches. 
The air resting on th is hot sand be­ 
comes also greatly heated, th u s causing 
ascending currents. 
As a result air 
flows in from all sides, and, different 
currents m eeting, cyclones are formed, 
w hich are sw ept onward by the w ind 
prevailing a t the tim e. 
Since the tem ­ 
perature of the air, originally high, is 
still fu rth er raised by the heated grains 
of sand w ith which it is loaded, it 
rapidly increases to a m ost intolerable 
degree. 
In the shade it has been known 
to reach 320 degrees. It is to tile parch­ 
ing dryness of this wind, its glow ing 
heat and its choking d u st and not, as is 
som etim es supposed, to any poisonous 
qualities it possesses th at Its destruc­ 
tive effcv’s on anim al life are th be 
ascribed.
